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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants submit that Kreuter fails to teach 
nanoparticles having biotinylated antibodies bound to avidin moieties which are coupled to the nanoparticle surface via bifunctional spacer 
molecules. It is pointed out that Kreuter teach the antibodies to be coupled directly to the bifunctional spacer (paragraphs 
[001 1], [0012] of Kreuter, et al.). Kreuter do not teach using biotinylated antibodies. 

Applicants' arguments filed 07 Sept 2010 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Kreuter teaches nanoparticles 
based on human serum albumin, to which apolipoprotein E is coupled covalently or by using an avidin-biotin complex to enable the crossing 
of the blood barrier in order to transport pharmaceutical or biological active agents to target the cerebrospinalis. Accordingly, Fig. 1 of US 
2004/131692 clearly illustrates nanoparticles with an avidin-biotin complex connected through a bifunctional spacer. Further, Kreuter 
teaches by the covalent linkage of the avidin to the nanoparticles it is not only possible to bind biotinylated ApoE, but also to bind a variety 
of biotinylated molecules to the avidin-modified nanoparticles in a particularly efficient manner. Moreover, Kreuter teaches nanoparticles 
with additional biotinylated functional proteins such as those in claim 5, e.g. antibodies, bound via covalently coupled avidin (claim 7). 
Therefore, Kreuter explicitly teaches nanoparticles having covalently attached avidin to which biotinylated antibodies are bound via a stable 
avidin-biotin complex. 
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
